Lonpox, Sept 24.—Telegrams from Tours 
slate that the excitement among the govern. 
ing classes was overwhelming when they re- 
ceived the intelligence of the revolutionary 
uprisipg of the Reds in Paris, the seizure of 
the Hotel de Ville and the government stores 
and arsenals. Rumors of the uprising are 
spread by fugitives from the city, and 
the wildest disorder and confusion pre 
valis. It appears that detachments from 
the reguiar army, comprising fugitives from 
McMahon's army, made up for the most part 
of Zouaves end Turcor, joined the mob in the 
streets of Paris and commeneed the revolu- 
tionary depredations which are now exciting 
£0 much alarm. Gens. Trochu and Vinoy, it 
is said, with a large force Of men from the 
outside fortifications, entered the city for the 
purpose of quelling the disturbance. These 
troops immediately came in contact with the 
revolutionists and severe fighting in . the 
streets ensued, the result of which is not 
known.

CHINESE CHEAP LABOR. 


The Celestial Wave Breaks Upon 
Jerse if 


Crowdivg Out the Irish,

in New Jereey, which was reported in these 
columns yesterday, is an event that excites a

Suanties will 
be at once erected and active operations will 
commence. 

ANOTHER BATCH. 

At midnight on Tuesday the village of 
Bellevilie, north of Newark, was disturbed in 
its slambers by the roll of a dozen wagons 
over the road—an unusual noise for the hour 
in the quiet town. Two hours before a gang 
of nearty one huudred citizens of the Celes 
tial Empire had landed from an Erie traio at 
Saniuago Park, taking from a freight car 
which accompanied the train boxes and 
bundies enongh to eupply a regiment. The 
strangers, as they moved menenieeins about 
gathering togetner tbeir ke to 
each other oniy in a language that’ conia not 
be interpreted by the persons connected with 
the redroad service at the depot. They were 
dressed in the national costume, their bluc 
blouses, pigtaila and pointed wooden shoes 
formirg a marked contrast to the style of 
dress worn by the«lookers-on. The persons 
who hed the yellow men in charge would 
give no explanation o1 information as to their 
destinatior, the ntleman who had con- 

tracted for their services haying given his 
ae express orders to give no information. 
this gentleman, Captein Hervey, had been 
tronbled by the circulation of a report seveiai 
weeks ago tbat he intended to 
DISCHARGE HIS BMPLOYES 
and place Chinamen in their places. So to 
—— his help from leaving him he had to 
den — poviiely, and the secrecy 
with wate the gaug was brought into the yvi- 
cinity was due to this fact not less than to the 
fear that the inoffensive party might be at- 
tacked were they taken openly tnrough the 
country. At Port Jervis, where they arriyed 
early on Tuesday, they were detained until 
night, so that their evtrance might be made 
under cover o! darkness Even the conductor 
and brakemen were not acquainted wit the 
real destination of their passengers, but sur- 
mised that they were a part of the large force 
contracted for: by the contractors of the Mid- 
land railroad, and that they were brought to 
Santiego Park to be seut thence by the Dela- 
ware, ckawana and Western branch to 
Pompton. Thus the Chisese 
CAME “LIKE a“rHrEer’”’ 
in the night, and were transierred to their 
fature home at Belleyille in wagons. ‘They 
are to be = loyed in the great laundry at 
Belleville, e proprietor, Captain Hervey, 
havi pags with Mesers. Koopmans- 
chap for their services for a term of years. 
The establishment of Captain Hervey is oue 
of the largest in the eounite and gives cm- 
ployment to eighty or ninety hands. The 
proprietor, 
A RETIRED SEA CAPTAIN, 
has for fiftéen ‘or twenty years followed his 
present businese, and has madea large fortune 
thereby. Learning of the efforts that were 
being made to introduce Chinese labor into 
the tern and Southern States; he became 
interested in the subject, and made diligent 
inquiries relative to the capacity, adaptability, 
and industry of the Chinese laborers. The 
result of his inquiries was most satisfactory, 
and he entered into a contract with Mr. Koop- 
manscbap for seventy hands, for whose ser- 
vices he agreed to pay $8 per month, and ra- 
tions of rice, bread, pork, &c., amounting i in 
cost to an equal sum. Quarters will be p 
vided for tie vew help near the large inauiiry 
building, and the newly imported laborers 
wil bave things their own way. The men 
and girls hitherto at work in the factory have 
been cischarged, their successors being 80 
well sccustomed tosimiler work as to be able 
to cummerce*at once. Considerable excite- 
ment bas been caused in the vicinity and 
among the laboring people who have heard of 
ihe new inroad of cheap labor, but no demon- 
stiatiors have yet been made aguinst the new- 
comers.

Berlin Landlords. 

The better classes, says a letter from 
Berlin; are» thus distributed in the sto- 
ries: 

Eighteen per cent. live in“the fourth 
story, twenty-two per cent. in the third, 
twenty-three per cent. in the second, and 
nineteen per cent. in the first story, or, as 
it is called here, the parterre. During the 
past April, the ‘flitting time’ in Berlin, 
no less than 800 of the poorer families 
found themselves without shelter, not be- 
ing able to get dwellings at any price. 

It is said that the great financier, Dr.

ing the poorer classes from paying the ex- 
orbitant rents now askedghem; that he in- 
tends to build an entirely new suburb of 
five or six hundred cottage-houses, pro- 
vided with gardens, the tenants to pay a 
certain amount of rent monthly, andina 
certain. number of years the house to be- 
come their own. property. They will then 
no longer need to groan under the despbd- 
tism of Berlin landlords, whose name isa 
terror throughout Germany.

He was 
unconscious, and his wife wished him to 
give some important directions before he 
died: Invain. At last a ftiend came in. 
Said he: “I'll make him speak.’ 

‘Friend,’ said he tothe dying man,

new house?’ The landlord started, open- 
ed his eyes, uttered three words: “Raise 
the rent!” and died, 

In the modern parts of the city only 
large houses are built, with separate floors, 
each story beingoccupied by a single fam- 
ily. These houses are, in fact, first-class 
“tenement-houses,’ and find great favor 
inGermany, They present many advan- 
tages. They are generally four or five 
stories high, are entered from the side or 
back, neverin front.

Another Revolution: 
. The foreign news this morning is unusually 
interesting. Paris has undoubtedly fallen in- 
to the bends of the Red Republicans. The 
revolution commenced om the 2th, and, 
though troops were detailed from even the 
outside fortifications, Gen. Trochu was hard- 
ly able to maintain the authority of hie gov- 
ernment, and a dispatch from Tours late last 
night brings intelligemce to the effect that the 
red flag floats over Paris. The Reds seized 
the Hotel de Ville, and all the govern- 
ment stores and arsenals. It 
seems that for the last four or five days 
the fighting inside of Paris has been as busy 
and bloody as that on the outside, and that 
Trochu has been between two Tires. 

The capitulation of Toul is fiist reported 
acd then confirmed. The terms of surrender 
were a duplication of those of Sedan. 

Bazaipe, a dispatch says, has offered to 
cepitulate on certain conditions, which, if 
wamed rightly, will hardly be accepted by 
the victorious Pruszians. 

The hopes of peace Lave evaporated. This 
fect is mece kvown in an official proclamation 
by the Frereh Ministry, who call upon the 
people again to come to the a'd ofthe coun- 
try.

THE JEWISH MEW YEAR. 


**Rosh Nashapa, or the Day of Me- 
moriai.’?’ 


Witb this evening, at sunset, commences the 
Jewish Niw Year, it beiog the Or-t of Tishri, 
5631 sipce the creation of ihe world, and is called 
the “Day of Remembrance.” The origin of 
“Rosh Nashapa"’ is, according to the 23d chapter 
of Leviticus, “And the Lord sjsake unto Mo:;es, 
sasing, in (be seventh moath, on the Orsi day of 
the month sbali ye bave a Sabbaib, a memorial 
of biowing the trumpet:, a holy convocation.” 
The Day of Memorial, according to tradition the 
commetcement of the civil year, was aistin- 
guished by additional sacrifices and for astro- 
nomical reasons, also by blowicg a musical ia- 
strum nt made of rem’s bern, which was to re- 
mind the congreeation of Isracl of the first day 
of the creation of the world as well as the 
solemnity of the ocegfiow. The Psalmist speaks 
of this feast in the following enthusiastic words: 
“Bow the @ornet on the new moon day, on the 
celebration of our solemn festival, it isa statute 
for Israel, an ordinance of Jacob’s God.”’ Fol- 
lowing the “Day of Memorial” is the “Day of 
Atonement,”’ which is on the tenth of Tishri, 
and ts, according tothe 26 32 chapters of Leviti- 
cus, “But om the tenth day of this seventh 
month is the Day of Atogemegt. It shall be to 
you aday of holy convocation, and ye shall fast. 
On the evening of the ninth shall ye begin, 
from evening upto evening shall ye celebrate 
your Sabbath.’’ Thia day was set apart for 
atonement of sins by fasti and repentance, as 
the Mosaic region knows of no mediator be- 
tween God and man. bat that every individual 
can ty repestance and prayer get atonement for 
his :ins, therefore that day was especia'ly tnsti- 
tuted for that purpose. ‘“‘Foron this day shall 
atoncment be extended to youto cleanse you 
from ail your sins, before the Lord you shall be 
clean.” —Levit. 16, 1. 

In the times of the Temple at Jerusalem this 
day was distinguished by a peculiar mode and 
order of sacrifices agd offerings, and the service 
was obliged to be performed by the High Pries: 
alone, #bo was on that day alone vermitted to 
etter inio the holy of holies. 

The service of these two Jays, namely, the’ Day 
of Memoilal’’ and “Day of A'onement,” are of 
the most solemn, impressive character, and 
all Israelites unite onthese days in faithful ob- 
seryvance of the same.
